do. To see if the Town will vote to contimue the 
services of a Public Health Nurse and to raise money 
tor the same. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for highways and bridges, town maintenance 
and state aid highway construction. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Town Libraries, Cemeteries, Town Ex- 
penses, Memorial Day, Sewers, Street Lighting, Retire- 
ment of Water Bonds and Hydrant Service, and any 
other money for town purposes. 

8. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to pledge the credit of the town to raise funds in 
anticipation of taxes when it is found necessary for 
the payment of obligations. 

9. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate ac- 
quired by the Town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 

10. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to purchasing new equipment for the Fire De- 
partment. 
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11. To see if the Town will vote to grant a dis- 
count on taxes paid in full before September Ist. 

12. To bring in ballots for the election of a dele- 
gate to the State Constitutional Convention.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Stratford School Board: 
I hereby submit for your consideration my fourth 
annual report of the Stratford schools. 


Changes 


At the close of the school year, June 1937, we lost 
the following teachers: Jessie Bunker, teacher of 
Home Economics; Mary K. Booth, grades seven and 
eight; Emeline V. Heath, grades five and six; Helen 
Couture, Hollow Grammar; and Ruth G. Crozier, Hol- 
low Primary. The positions were filled as follows: 
Home Economics, Barbara Brownell; Junior High, 
Lilhan Kenison; grades six and seven, Leona B. Fysh; 
Stratford Grammar, Elizabeth C, Sawyer; and Strat- 
ford Primary, Marion G. Crockett. 

Repairs 

The toilets have been put into excellent condition 
at Stratford Hollow. Some additional bleachers have 
been made for the town hall. The other repairs 
have been little things here and there. 

Books and Supplies 

The regulation books have been purchased to 
make up for the shortage due to the change in the size 
of the classes. Some reference books and dictionaries 
have been purchased for the upper grades. <A few 
commercial books have been purchased to meet the 
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changing needs. It will be neceessary to get some 
geographies and arithmetics for the elementary schools 
for another year. 

Equipment 

Two typewriters have been exchanged to bring 
the equipment up to date and some extra equipment 
has been purchased for the use of the Commercial De- 
partment to be used in duplicating. 

A small amount of equipment has been purchased 
for the Chemistry and Physics Department. A power 
saw, iron vise and a grinder were purchased for the 
Manual Arts shop. Some more machines should be 
purchased for the shop another year. 

Another sewing machine is needed for the Home 
Economics room. 

Music 


The singing in the high school is under the direc- 
tion of Nellie Miche and in the grades by the regular 
teachers of the room or by exchange, Miss Beal has 
charge of the singing in Mrs. Martin’s room. 

The instrumental music is still under the man- 
agement of G. E. Wentworth of Lancaster. Some very 
satisfactory results have been accomplished both voeal- 
ly and instrumentally. This was made evident at the 
time of the musical review and other entertainments 
that were held during the year. 

Sports | 

Games of various kinds are carried out by all of 
the schools during the activities period and as extra 
curricula activities, especally in the junior and senior 
high groups. Much interest is manifested by all and 
some good players have developed. 


Health 
Miss Delia B. Hapgood has made the required ex- 
amination of all children in the schools. In her daily 
visits, she checks up on the health condition in the 
various rooms and treats many little ailments. This 
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early treatment may prevent the development of some- 
thing much more serious. It is impossible to evaluate 
Miss Hapgood’s services. From her report of 296 
pupils examined, I find that 15 had defective vision 
and nine of them have been corrected; 14 had had de- 
fective hearing and one has been corrected; 65 had 
defective teeth and 36 have been corrected; 15 with 
diseased tonsils, and probably adenoids, and five have 
been treated. Of the communicable diseases were list- 
ed—nine eases of Searlet Fever, eight cases of Measles, 
and 15 cases of whooping cough. There were reported 
only two not vaccinated. 


Fundamentals 


Diagnostic tests are given in the high school and 
those pupils who are found not able to handle the 
fundamental operations to a standard degree of effi- 
clency are given special drill to aid them in raising 
their standards. These drills have proven to be very 
helpful to many students. 


School Census 


The September school census showed 264 people in 
town between the ages of 5-16. Of these, 256 were 
found enrolled in the local schools. There were re- 
ported 14 children between the ages of 5-8 not in 
school and six between 14-16. The latter had com- 
pleted the work of the elementary schools. 


Extra Curricula Activities 
School entertainments, plays, debating and pub- 
lie speaking have been carried on by the schools. All 
of the schools take an active part in the Memorial ex- 
ercises. 
Lunches 


During the colder months of the year, something 
warm is prepared by the Home Economics department 
at North Stratford and at Stratford by the teachers 
with help by some of the pupils. More than a hun- 
dred participate each day. 
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Statistics 

The following data was gleaned from the regis- 
ters returned last June: The total unrepeated regis- 
tration, 306; tardy marks, 311; percent of attendance, 
94.34; there were 17 non-resident pupils in the ele- 
mentary schools and 35 in the high school; seven school 
board meetings were held; 99 visits made to schools 
by citizens; 10 visits by members of the school board 
and 499 by the superintendent of schools; and 71 pupils 
are transported at the expense of the district. 

Enrollment 

The enrollment by grades September 1937 was as 
follows: I—27; Il—25; III—25; IV—37; V—19; VI 
—27; VII—31; VII—19; [X—32; X—22; XI—21; 
and XII—16, 

The enrollment by teachers is as follows: Miss 
Beal, I-II, 34; Miss Bryan, III-IV, 31; Mrs. Martin, V- 
VI, 34; Miss Fysh, VI-VII, 30; Miss Kenison, VII-VIII, 
31; high school, 91; Stratford Hollow Grammar, V- 
VIII, 12; Stratford Hollow Primary, I-IV, 21; and 
East Stratford, 17.
